4. Regarding claims 1 and 68, the prior art of record, fails to teach, either 
individually or in combination, the types of VisualManager objects comprising screen, 
print, and surface, each VisualManager object comprising the methods 
DeviceUnitsFromMeasureUnits, Dispose, Equals, Finalize, GetHashCode, GetType, 
HandleMessage, MeasureUnitsFromDeviceUnits, MemberwiseClone, ReferenceEquals, 
SetContext, and ToString, the objects including a plurality of types of Visual objects, 
each Visual object comprising the methods ClearValue, Equals, Finalize, 
GetHashCode, GetLocalValueEnumerator, GetType, GetValue, HitTestCore, 
InvalidateProperty, MemberwiseClone, OnDelayedlnvalidate, OnPropertylnvalidated, 
ReadLocalValue, ReferenceEquals, SetContext, SetValue, ToString, ValidateProperty, 
and ValidatePropertyCore.
